28-906. (1) A person comrits the offense of obstructing a
peace officer, when, by using or threatening to use violence, force,
physical interference, or obstacle, he or she intentionally obstructs,
inmpairs, or hinders (a) the enforcement of the penal law or the
preservation of the peace by a peace officer or judge acting under
color of his or her official authority or (b) a police aninal
assisting a peace officer acting pursuant to the peace officer's
of ficial authority.

(2) For purposes of this section, police animal neans (a)
a horse er——doeg owned or controlled by the State of Nebraska a
law enforcenent agency for the purpose of assisting a Nebraska

peace officer in the performance of his or her official duties or (b)

a dog. certified as a police service dog pursuant to standards

(4) Cruelly neglect nmeans to fail to provide any aninmal in
one's care, whether as owner or custodian, with food, water, or other
care as is reasonably necessary for the aninal's health;

(5) Humane killing means the destruction of an animal by a
met hod which causes the animal a mnimum of pain and suffering;

(6) Law enforcenent officer nmeans any nenber of the Nebraska
State Patrol, any county or deputy sheriff, any nenber of the police
force of any city or village, or any other public official authorized
by a city or village to enforce state or local animal control |aws,
rules, regulations, or ordinances. Law enforcenent officer also
i ncludes any inspector under the Commercial Dog and Cat Operator
I nspection Act to the extent that such inspector nmay exercise the
authority of a law enforcement officer under section 28-1012 while in
the course of performing inspection activities under the Conmerci al
Dog and Cat Operator Inspection Act; and
